Queen's University 
eials, sportsmen and Clergy Joined 
forces this week to claim that they 
were misquoted in last Aycdncsday's 
copyrighted Toronto Evening Tele- 
gram story. The Telegram story 
charged that a McGuill Graduates 
Football Club known as the 'Touch- 
down Club" were subsidizing' the 
players on the Rcdmcn, and also 
quoted certain Queen's officials as 
saying they thought McGill .was 
going'.too far off base with their 
subsidization scheme. 

The officials also declared them- 
selves to be "darned near insliltcd" 
and that the Telegram has been 
"digging up facts that have been 
common, knowledge for the past 
thirty years" and go on to exoner- 
ate McGlll completely from the 
Tcly's charges. 

In an Interview given ti> the 
Queen's Journal News Editor, Don 
Gordon, Herbert J. Hamilton, 
Alumni Association- Secretary 
Treasurer said: "I Was misinter- 
preted. Tuition as the McGlll clr 
cular refers it is merely academic 
help with studies for students who 
arc either behind in or having dif 
ficulty with their work." 

Continued Mr. Hamilton, "I was 
quoted as saying this business of 
helping with tuition fees Is going 
a bit too far. "The fact is, exactly

alumni offl- the same thing has been done here

U,N^y Canada--' 
Both On Trial

Five years ago today the repre- 
sentatives of 60 . n atlonSe as sembled 
at San' Franclaca|^^wrm|Bi> Inter- 
national' organlutiMf^They were 
a much more sober gi-oup than their 
predecessors of 1018. "They saw only 
too' well how the- "Brave New 
World" of the enthusiastic League 
ot Nationa had turned - out. They 
realized that If they failed this 
time, they Were not likely to liave 
another chance. - ~ 

Canada was a relatively un- 
known member of the United Na- 
tions at that time, but she has sud- 
denly fourid herself very much in 
the foreground In virtue ot her po- 
aition^i^^^Mdie man" In inter- 
nat|onal^dil^^tîes. . 

. , . Ironie 

"In a sense," said Professor 
Phelps of the English Department, 
"it la Ironic that just when we are 
becoming i nation, we are repre 
scnted on the forum of the U.N."— 
the body set up to harness the 
growth of nationalism, 

"The question is," Prof. Phelps 
continued,' "how much. of our na- 
tioiihood should wc give, Then, too 
. . . have wc thrown off the ties 
of the Privy Council and the Sta- 
tute of Wc5tminilcr only to become 
the hip pocket of the United States. 

"We have gained materially in 
two world -wars, and we are the 
third largest trading nation In the 
world," he continued, "but are we 
all dressed up and nowhere to 
so . . '.? 

NevêrlBini^^ 

Profe&sor Mailoi^of'ihe'Politlcal 
Science Department ' believed that 
"wc are much more conscious of 
world problems today . . . more so 
than we were in 1049." He adds, 
however, that although "as a middle 
power we carry some weight, we 
will never be a big power. Of that 
I am' quite sure." 

•;First of all," he explained, "Can- 
ada does not have the population. 
The- ratio of the population of Can- 
ada is much smaller than that of 
the United States 100 years ago." 

Second, "two great powers can- 
not exist side by side." In fact, the 
reason we have survived at all Is 
that we arc neither here nor<there. 
We have not merged with the Un- 
ited Stales because ot our mem- 
bership in the British. Common- 
wealth ot Nations, and conversely, 
the political science professor 
maintained, it is only our position 
as a iatellitc ot the U.S. that has 
made it possible tor us to achieve 
the relative Independence we now 
poasers. 

As Blair/ FriwSfflt. H, Prof. Mal- 
lory remarked!fK^'"the Statute 
of Washington, not of Westminster" 
that is binding us. ^ 
Seriously 'or Not 

' Asked' for ' his opinion of the 
achievements of the United Nations 
in general. Prof. Mallory remarked 
dryly: "We're atill at peace, any- 
way." Then, in a more acrlous tone:

. In interview yesterday with Pro- 
fessor Maxwell Cohen, McGIU's^x- 
pert on international lawi^t|lia'|N- 
porter found him reluctant- to'makc 
any startling statement. Though 
he realized' that much progress had 
been mado in the setting up of sub- 
sidiary agencies, such as the World 
Health Organization and the World 
Bank, he felt thai the~' machinery 
of the Unl.ted Nations is not capable 
ot handling any major disagree- 
ment, between the Big Five. 

East vs. West 

He explained ! this statement by 
stating that one of the prcsupposi' 
tiens of the men whb designed the 
United Nations Organization was 
that the major powers would rc 
main in agreement. The purpose 
that these men had in mind was 
the prevention ot any recurrent 
aggression by the nations whom wc 
were fighting in the last war. He 
said that no one could have fore- 
seen the present split between the 
East and West. That the veto 
would come to be used by the U. S, 
S. R. as it has been, did not enter 
the minds of the founders of the 
organisation. The smooth opera 
tion ot the. whole niachineldu«mds 
on agreement on ' major' issuuj^' 
fundamental policy of the iiiaih 
powers. The purpose, of the inSu?* 
ion of the veto Was to translate In- 
to political tact the fundamental 
concept that world order is only 
possible if there is unanimity be- 
tween the., great '..powers.: Again, 
Professor Cohen emphasized the 
fact that the machinery of the UN 
was designed to handle aggression 
on the part of some nation other 
than one ot the Big Five. 

Poiitlve Action 

This fact led up to a climax In the 
boycotting ot the Security Council 
by the USSR. The war in Korea, 
however, has reinstated the Idea of 
the United Nations being an active 
agency in international affairs. For 
the first time, the Security Council 
was able to take positive ' action. 
This was only possible because of 
the' absence of Russia.' It is prob- 
able that 'if the USSR had been 
present, the veto would have 
brought the proceedings once more 
to a halt. ^ 

. What Of The'l^îûrér 

Professor Cohen seemed hopeful 
for the future, though the problem 
ot the veto remains.. The attempts 
to bypass the paralysed Security 
Council are of doubtful legality, 
and'.they certainly arc not In ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the 
Charter, but since the use of the 
veto by Russia has rendered the or- 
iginal machinery uselsss, it is eth- 
ical to attempt to change the struct- 
ure so as 'to''mi|ke It usietiil under 
the new 'situation. The • original 
idea was that the Security Council 
should be the only' executive body, 
but since it has not succeeded in 
acting as it should, the new Idea 
of transferring . some executive 
power to the General Assembly 
seems the only solution. . The fact 
that the Assembly will have 'con- 
trol of the international force, if 
the new scheme comes into effect, 
should revitalise the U.N. as an ac- 
tive force for the preservation of 
world peace. 



Chinese Spoken, 
English Heard!

Simultaneous interpretation at 
the United Nations makes it pos- 
sible for you to listen to a speaker 
in any ono.ot five languages: Eng- 
lish, French, Russian, Spanish or 
Chinese. Every seat in the hall is 
supplied with a set of earphones 
and a dial with six numbers. The 
first number is the lenguage ot 
the speaker, and numbers two 
through, six represent the five in- 
terpretations. 

"Z-Engiish" 

Five sound-proof booths house 
the interpreters and numbers and 
names above the booths indicate 
the language used within. For ex- 
ample, above . the English booth, 
there would be "2, English." Four 
interpreters generally occupy a 
booth. Each man translate^ one of 
the other four languages into the 
language of the booth— in the above 
case, English. 

It an Interprctcrit d oesjt ' t know 
the language of tn?iffpraker, he 
will tune in the interpretation In 
the language he does, know.- This 
is done as seldom as possible, since 
the first interpretation mi^ht be 
wrong, and the interpreters would 
repeat the mistake. They would
